record  their  opinion  that  the  Principal 
had  fully  exonerated  himself. 

The  letters  which  were  road,  from  citi¬ 
zens  who  protested  against  having  their 
names  used  in  connection  with  any  com¬ 
plaints,  left  the- alleged  school-room  mis¬ 
deeds  of  Mr.  *  Dunbar  entirely  without 
support,  so  far- as  the  evidence  of  any  re¬ 
sponsible  or  reputable  citizen  is  con¬ 
cerned.  And  finally,  the  voluntary  and 
<|uite  unexpected  testimonials  that  were 
sent  in  and  read  from  the  past  year’s 
graduates  of  the  High  School  as  a  body, 
also  from  the  present  members  of  the 
sayic,  both  discrediting  the  charges  and 
earnestly  endorsing  the  Principal,  showed 
conclusively  that  after  al!  that  has  been 
done  to  prejudice  parents  and  set  the 
scholars  against  their  teacher,  the  morale 
of  the  school  is  stMl  unimpaired. 

Outside  the  school,  residents  in  the  im¬ 
mediate  vicinity,  hearing  of  the  charges 
made  add  presented  to  the  Trustee,  also 
wrote  in.  behalf  of  justice  to  the  Trus¬ 
tees,  expressing  their  satisfaction  with

After  all  the  letters  and  memorials 
had  been  read,  (lie  Trustees’  adjourned 
the  Investigation,  instructing  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Te  idlers  lo  look  further  into 
one  or  two  of  the  charges  and  present 
final  report  at  a  future  meeting. 

Such  was  the  result  of  the  Trustees’ 
meeting^ a>t  Monday  night,  but  the  end 
of  .the  matter  is  not  yet.  The  Principal 
of  the  School  is  substantially  vindicated, 
but  the  County  Superintendent  is  not. 
It  is  pretty  generally  thought  that  he  lias 
something  to  answer  for  to  t lie  Trustees 
and  people  of  the  RL'hool  district,  in  hav¬ 
ing  for  tiie  past  live  years,  kept,  up  his 
attacks  upon  the  school  management, 
without  any  proper,  higiumimled  motive 
for  so' doing.
